Coal By Wire Is Latesflnnovation For Industry 



This is the story of a house, a modern ranch, long and low. 

Something is missing, however; a careful look at the pic- 
ture would reveal that it has no chimney. And inside, there’s 
no furnace, no duct work, flues, heating pipes, registers, or 
radiators How then, is it heated? 

It is heated by “coal by wire ”— radiant electric heating 
which requires no furnace or other space-consuming equipment 
usiuillv associated with conventional home — heating fuels. 

"Coal by Wirt" 

The owner, Lou Singley, wanted to have the most conven- 
ient heating available when he built his house last year, so he 
chose electric heating of the resistance type, similar to the heat- 
ing element In an electric blanket Electricity, produced from 
bituminous coal-powered generating stations, creates heat as it 
flows through electric heating wire installed in the home 

Lou chose radiant ceiling heat, a system in which resistance 
cable is stapled to the lath prior to plastering Each ceiling be- 
comes a low-temperature heating surface which radiates warmth 
to the room, and individual thermostats enable each room to be 
kept at a “tailor-made” temperature 

All-Electric Home 

Located near Greensburg in western Pennsylvania, this 
seven-room house has four bedrooms, kitchen, living room, din- 
ing room, two baths, and full basement with game room, laun- 
dry, and two-car garage 

The 1680-tq ft house is L-shaped wilh overall dimensions 
of 63 by 36 ft It U wired for fuU-housepower, for both electric 
heating and electric appliances — built-in electric oven with 
counter-top cooking units, refrigerator-freezer, built-in dishwash- 
er. garbage disposer, washer and dryer, watur heater, and ex- 
haust fans. 



Lou and Dorcas, his wife, like the new push-button lighting 
controls — press the button lightly and the light goes on. press 
it again and the light goes off Also included in the house is a 
master light control panel located in the bedroom, which con 
trols the main lights throughout the house, basement, and yard 
Buttons on the panel light up whenever the main lights are on 

Advantages of Electric Heating 

After living in the house through a complete heating season, 
Lou and Dorcas have found many reasons why they like electric 
heating. 

First of all, with seven people in ’the house — Lou, Dorcas. 
Bobby, Ginny. Kathy, and Kevin, their children, and Mr John- 
son. Dorcas’ father, they feel that convenience is the most im- 
portant advantage. Everyone seems to have a different taste 
when it comes to room temperature, and individual room ther- 
mostats have proved to be just the \hing. 

To the Singley s, comfort is next in importance They notice 
no overheating with electric radiant heat, no “hot spots” or 
draft*— just a steady, gentle even heat anywhere they happen 
to be in any room 

The Singleys find coal by wire” to be clean as dean as a 
light bulb Their walls, drapes and furnishings are staying clean 
longer — and they anticipate savings on cleaning bills and fewer 
houseckuning chores 

Especially with the children, the safety of electric heating 
is highly important to the Singley family Electricity eliminates 
hazards of flame, fumes and explosons, as well as leaking pipes 
or radiators No overheating can result with electric heating 
Maximum temperature of the electrically-heated ceding is only 
115 degrees F , controlled by thermostats and protected by cir- 
cuit breakers 

The Singleys also cited these other td vintages of electric 



heating; 

There are no space-consuming ducts, chimneys, furnace 
rooms, radiators, pipes, or fuel tanks. Furnishings can be plac- 
ed anywhere in the room because of the absence of radiators 
or registers. 

Maintenance costs are practically eliminated with electric 
heating. There are no flues to clean, no filters to clean or re- 
place, no moving parts to wear, no burners to clog, no pipes 
to rust out The individual room control thermostat is the only 
moving part in the electric resistance home heating system 

Because of the low temperature of electric heat, the radi 
ant heating installation should last the life of the house where 
as conventional systems have an estimated life of only 20 years. 

Electric heating is silent heating, with no motor, no fan, 
nor annoying noise or vibraton 

Wth electric heating, the cost of fuel tanks pipes, radiators, 
flues and chimney is completely eliminated. Initial cost of elec- 
tric heating, includng thermostats n each room, is generally 
lower than that of any other comparable zone control heating 
system Floor space usually occupied by a furnace is available 
for other purposes 

With no duct or pipe work, electric heating b easily adap- 
table to building expansion 

Electric Heating Construction 

Elcctncally-heated homes are built substantially the same 
as other house*; however, more emphasis is placed on insula- 
tion Requirements specify the equivalent of six inches of con- 
ventional insulation in the ceiling, four inches in outside walls, 
and two inches in the floor 

The combination of double-pane windows, storm doors, and 
heavy insulation keeps the house cool in summer and keeps 
heat losses to a minimum in winter 



Resistance heating cable is placed in all the ceilings ex- 
cept the basement, which in the Singley’s house is heated by 
portable electric fan-type heaters. In the baths, the ceiling cable 
is supplemented by electric baseboard heaters. 

Electric Heating Today 

At present, approximately 400.000 homes in the United 
States are being heated electrically, either with resistance heat- 
ing or the heat pump. 

Other forms of resistance heating, using the same principle 
as resistance ceiling cable, include electric baseboards; wire- 
imbedded glass panels for walls, ceilings, or portable units; and 
wall-type units, with or without circulating fans, for either com- 
plete house heating or for supplemental heat 

The heat pump, based on the principle of reverse refrigera- 
tion, combines electric heating and electric cooling using only 
air and electricity. Operating like a refrigerator with reverse 
controls, it pumps heat into the house in the winter and pumps 
heat out of the house in the summer 

Both methods of electric heating are used throughout the 
United States, although the heat pump is used more extensively 
below the Mason-Dixon Line 

New Market for Coal 

Each kilowatt-hour of electricity consumed in electric heat- 
ing represents approximately 0 8 lb bituminous coal as produc- 
ed in tbe better generating stations of today 

Last winter, the Singley home consumed 13,500 kilowatt- 
hour* of electricity, equivalent to approximately five tons of 
coal By the end of this year, those 400,000 homes in the United 
States will have consumed approximately 22 million tons of 
coal as equivalent electricity for heating alone

Conservation Officer Ora 
Davis today had good news for 
Perry county hunter*. You’re 
getting more law abiding all the 
time. 

Davis, readying now for the 
opening of the Kentucky hunt- 
ing season on November 20. 
said records for the put year 
show hunters are, generally 
speaking, a law-abiding lot. 

‘ This is good.’’ he said, “be- 
cause it means hunters are 
beginning to realize the game 
laws are made to insure good 
hunting for everybody, and if 
they’re not obeyed all our hunt- 
ing will rapidly vanish. 

Davis said statistics in Divi- 
sion of Law Enforcement of- 
fices in Frankfort show only 
1.7 percent of Kentucky hunt- j 
ers are game law violators as < 
compared with almost 8-Mi per- 
cent 20 years ago. I 

The steady decline of game i 
law violators has been due ! 
largely to increased efforts of 
conservation officers in the I 
state's 120 counties and to 
growing awareness of conserva- 
tion problems on the part of < 
the public, Davis said. 1 

But* there are still far toe < 
many violators for the good of 
Kentucky hunting he added < 
Davis said conservation of- 1 
ficers will make an increased 
drive this year to crack down 1 
on law-breakers during the 19P8 I 
hunting season. Exactly how 
law abiding is Perry county in 
terms of hunting and fish-ng? l 
Davis arrested 28 persons last 1 
year and got 27 convictions ♦ 
“You’ll have to draw your own 
conclusions from this,” he said. 

The supply is up now,” he 1 
concluded, “and if possible, we’ll I 
keep it that way.” j 

Davis said hunters wishing I 
full details on seasons and reg- 
ulations should contact him or I 
I the county clerk.

Veterans For Gl Training 



Many of the 1,000.000 Korea 
veterans who dropped out of GI 
'raining will get a new chance 
to resume their education this 
fall under a Veterans Adminis- 
tration ruling today by Sumner 
G. Whittier, Administrator of 
Veteran* \ffa rs. 

The veterans are those who 
had interrupted theu training 
for more than 12 consecutive 
months, and whose GI Bill cut- 
off dates had passed 
A veteran’s cut-off date for 
starting GI training occurs three 
years from his discharge from 
the armed forces. Once that 
date passes, a veteran in train- 
ing under the Korean GI Bill is 
allowed by law to interrupt his 
studies for up to 12 m onth *. 
without needing VA approval. 

But if he interrupts longer j 
than that, he may resume train- 
ing only if he can show VA that 
the interruption in excess of 
12 months was due to reasons 
beyond his control. 

Mr Whittier explained that j 
VA’s new ruling amounts to 1 
a liberalization of what the VA 
will consider to be reasons l>ey- 
ond a veteran’s control. 

Many of the 1,000.000 former 
GI trainees who weren’t eligi- 
ble to resume training under 

VA’s old procedutes no* will 
become eligible under the new, 
he said. f 

The VA ruling will permit a 
veteran to get back into GI 

training if he shows that he 

interrupted his course for any 

of these reasons. 

1. Family or financial obliga- 
tions beyond his control that 
made it necessary for him to 
suspend training in order to get 
a job. 



I 2 Personal or family illnesf, 
I or death in the immediat j fam- 
| ily, which caused him to drop 
out of training to get a job 

3 Unavoidable conditions in 
connection with his employ- 
ment that forced him to suspend 
his training. 

4 An allowable 12-month 
period of suspension that comes 

ito an end during vacation, re- 
'cess or some other time when 
| it isn’t possible to reenter 
school. 

While it’s up to the veteran 
to prove that his suspension 
in excess of 12 months is a 
valid one, Mr. Whittier has ord- 
ered that all reasonable doubt 
be resolved in the veteran’s 
favor.
